trol formulas. Until this is done, 
_those who are least in a position 
| to do so will be compelled to bear 
an inordinate share of the total 
burden of sacrifice by being sub- 
jected to un-American standards 
of living for the duration of an 
emergency of unpredictable length.

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> Money Question Concerns Us 


There are many questions that concern all of us but 
it would be difficult to find one that concerns us more 
than the money question. It is the duty of Congress to 
- issue all money and regulate the value thereof. Yet we 
have a Congress that has completely failed to do any- 
thing to stabilize the value of our American money 
although a steady cheapening of that exchange medium 
has been taking place before our very eyes, until prac- 
tically everybody realizes that it now requires two 
dollars to buy what one dollar would buy in 1939. 

Congress is to blame for permitting this inflation to 
get under way in the first place and should be roundly 
condemned for failing to do anything to stop it after it 
got started. The reason Congress alone is to blame is 
that it alone has the legal power under the constitution 
of the United States to coin all money and to establish 
the value thereof. During the past ten years a lot of cur- 
rency and legal tender has been coined under authoriza- 
tion of Congress, but that same Congress has failed to 
do anything to stabilize our dollar or to regulate the 
value of our American money. 

As a result everybody is trying to get by with fifty- 
cent dollars and nobody knows how much more value 
will slip before one of the worst Congresses we have 
ever. had bestirs itself to do its duty and halt inflation. 
We are much concerned. 


Choosing Congress in 1952 


Unless the men and women of labor throughout the 
United States carry out a far more extensive campaign 
than they have ever waged before, to change the present 
complexion of Congress at the 1952 primary elections, 
they face certain defeat in this important coming elec- 
tion. By far the most important part of this political 
battle will be fought out in the primary elections. It will 
be a terrific battle to first of all get men or women nomi- 
nated whose records are a guarantee that labor will get 
a square deal in case they are later elected. 

In California we will nominate early in June and 
elect in November not only 23 members of the House 
of Representatives for seats now held by California, but 
seven additional members under the latest census re- 
apportionment, making a total of 30 to be elected in 
1952.

By far the largest group of in- 
dividuals covered by the social se- 
curity program are the industrial 
workers. This group was covered 
under the old law and continues to 
be covered under the amended act. 
They are employees of other peo- 
ple. They usually earn a regular 
wage or salary and their social se- 
curity is withheld and reported by 
their employer. 

The principal effect that the new 
amendments will have on these 
individuals is the increase ‘in the 
amount of their future benefits. 
The tax rate remains at 1% per 
cent to be withheld from the em- 
ployee’s wage. This is matched by 
1% per cent paid by the employer. 
This tax is withheld on the first 
$3600 earned in one year. (Before 
1950, the maximum was $3000 a 
year.) 

If an employee has more than 
one employer, then each employer 
is obligated to withhold the tax 
until the earnings reach $3600 
since he obviously does not know 
how much has been withheld by 
the other employer, 

At the end of the year the em- 
ployee who has had more than one 
employer and has earned more 
than $3600 may ask for a refund 
‘of the excess tax from the Collec- 
tor of Interna] Revenue. 

Employees should also request at 
least every three years a wage 
; Statement from-the Social Security 
Administration. This will indicate 
to the wage earner whether his 
employer has properly turned in 
‘his wage credits. 

Each employee should. take just 
as active interest in his social se- 
(curity account as he does in his 
bank account. If for some reason 
the wages have not been credited 
properly he should file a notice 
with his local social security office 
in order that steps can be taken 
| to amend the error before it is too 
late. Old errors are difficult to cor- 
rect.

Retirement kills more persons 
than does hard work. And one of 
the major reasons for so much 
physical and mental illness among 
older peopie is the frustration 
which idleness causes, 

Dr. Frank F, Tallman, director 
of the state Dept. of Mental Hy- 
giene, so commented in citing the 
significance of attention which the 
Governor’s Conference on the| 
Problems of the Aging will devote | 
to the mental health of older folk. | 
The topic will be studied by a) 
principal division of the confer- 
ence when it meets in Sacramento 
on Oct. 15 and 16. 

“Experience shows,” 
man said, “that older persons who | 
remain actively productive and| 
participating in a social life have | 
relatively few physical or mental | 
health problems. 

“As a matter of fact,’ he said, | 
“no person should he retired in| 
the sense that retirement gens | 
total or almost-total inactivity. | 
When a person retires from em- 
ployment, this retirement should |} 
be a transition to some other 
purposeful activity commensurate 
with his physical capacities. 

“A man spends a long life work- 
ing and producing. Then one day, | 
for no other reason than because 
of the flip of a calendar page, he| 
is told he no longer may continue 
doing what he did the day before.

2. Whatever courtesies are ex- 
tended to any teacher organization 
im the schools shall be fully and 
unreservedly extended to all teach- 
er organizations. 

3. The use of any coercion or 
pressure by any principal or other 
adiminitrative officer or other 
school employee to influence any 
teacher to join or refrain from 
_joming any organization shall be 
‘ deemed to be unprofessional con-
